"The Board of Pardons took this 
action after three outstanding psy­ 
chiatrists 
examined 
Bal lorn

prison and reached the unanimous 
conclusion that he was not only 
mentally ill but that he is insane." 
said Leader in a statement 
Murder In 19S4 
Ba Hem. whose home was in By- 
wood. Delaware County, was cow 
victed of slaying John Dopirak, in 
April 1954. and later cutting up the 
body and placing the parts in a 
trunk. 
During his trial. Ballem pleaded 
insanity but a jury convicted him 
of first degree murder and he re­ 
ceived a death sentence. 
Subsequently, a sanity commis 
ston named by the Delaware Coun­ 
ty Court found him legally sane by 
a 2-1 vote. The county court then 
upheld that commission's findings 
After an unsuccessful ap ical to 
the State Supreme Court. Ballem 
took a last-ditch commutation plea 
to the Pardons Board 
Blue Ribbon Board 
The board then named a sanit> 
commission which found Ballem is 
suffering from a mental illness 
diagnosed as paranoid schizophre­ 
nia.

"In our opinion his mental ill­ 
ness has so lessened his capacity 
to use his customary self control, 
judgment and discretion as to ren­ 
tier it necessary and adv isable for 
him to tie under care." the sanity 
commission said in its report to 
the board. 
The commission included Dr. Ar­ 
thur P. Noyes, former president of 
the American Psychiatry Assn ; 
Dr. Arthur 0 
Hecker, 
former 
president of the Philadelphia Psy­ 
chiatric Society, and Dr. incept 
I^ithbury. a University of Pennsyl­ 
vania School of Medicine faculty 
member. 
The three doctors added in their 
report: 
"Ballem dees not have the ca­ 
pacity to understand fully ihe na­ 
ture and object of the preceeding** 
against him and is insane to such 
a degree' that he dees not fully 
comprehend 
his 
own 
condition 
with reference to the proceedings i 
in question.’* 
i 
Leader, away on an out-of-state 
vacation, made his decision known , 
in a statement issued by his of­ 
fice. 
He had not acted on any 
pardon or commutation applica 
lions since last June. More than 
450 cases remain on his desk for 
final disposition. 
Confined For Lift 
"After careful 
consideration." 
said Leader in a statement, "I 
have decided to accept the Pard- 
onds Board recommendation. The 
hoard could not in conscience ig­ 
nore the considered judgment ol 
these psychiatrists nor could I. 
"Ballem committed a b r u t a l 
crime for which he must pay and 
he must not and wall not be re 
leased into society. It is essential 
however that Ballem pay the pen­ 
alty in accordance with the civil­ 
ized 
administration of criminal 
justice. 
"Consequently, .I consider it my 
clear r e sistib ility to recommend 
that 
proper 
procedures 
in

courts be instituted immediately 
that Ballem be committed for life 
to an institution for the crim inal 
ly insane ”

Fla. in 
the nose of an Atlas intercotv 
tinental ballistic missile. 
It said in an announcement that 
the winning design may resemble

proposed

manned flight into space., but will 
not be a true space craft. 


Give Specifications 


The agency presented its pre­ 
liminary specifications to 38 mis­ 
sile and aviation manufacturers at 
a meeting at the 
Langley Re­ 
search Center near Norfolk, a 
last Friday. 
NASA asked the companies to 
submit bids by Dec. 4. and said it 
would award a contract for the 
long-term 
development 
of 
t h e 
space capsule after Jan. I. 
NASA told the manufacturers it 
wanted two complete orbits from 
the first of the vehicles, and 18 
or more from later models. The 
satellites must attain an almost 
circular orbit rigidly fixed 
be­ 
tween the altitudes of 125 and 140 
miles 


Manned Later 


Initially the capsule will contain 
only instruments for measuring 
acceleration and deceleration, ve­ 
locities, temperatures and other 
data for relay back to earth by 
radio telemetry systems. 
After several such launchings, 
capsules with monkeys or other 
animals will fie sent aloft in a 
study of the problems of abrupt 
acceleration on takeoff, re-entry 
into the earth’s atmosphere, and 
recovery once the vehicle 
has 
been returned to earth. 
Eventually the capsules, if they 
prove satisfactory, may be adapt­ 
ed for manned satellite fl ght.

WASHINGTON (AP* - Govern­ 
ment scientists suspect that air 
pollution may be causing some 
kinds of fatal cancers. 
On the basis of studies, they 
also feel such pollution, worst in 
cities, may speed death in cer­ 


tain heart disease cases. 
The 
possible 
relationship be­ 
tween air pollution and mortality 
from cancer and heart disease 
was discussed in a booklet made 
public 
Monday 
by 
the 
Public 
Health Service. 
Expanding on that report. Dr 
Richard \. Prindle said “there is 
definitely more cancer of certain 
types in urban areas, and more 
heart disease of the arterioscle­ 
rotic type and other kinds.” 
Prindle. chief of the air pollu­ 


tion study program, added that 
“we can't say air pollution causes 
the heart disease but it seems to 
hasten death of those affected bv 
heart discase.' 
The Health Service booklet, pre­ 
pared for a national conference 
on air pollution next week, said 
mortality for a number of dis­ 
eases—notably certain heart ail­ 
ments and cancer of the stomach, 
lung and esophagus—“is marked­ 
ly higher among city dwellers 
than among rural people.”
